Strader, who admitted gun- 
ning down Donnell Awalt, 17, 
a former Granite City. resi- 
dent, and Matthew Pike, 22, in 
the back yard of Awalt’s home 
Aug. 2, 1992, claimed through 
his attorney, J. William Luc- 
co, that he was too intoxicated 
to’ know the ramifications of 
his. actions.

Solid-waste reduction law 
sets no measuring stick 


SPRINGFIELD — State law requires Madison County to reduc: 
the-amount of trash its-residents and businesses are sending to 
landfills, but the law sets no way to measure the process. res 

Tllinois Environmental Protection Agency reporting requirements 
can determine how much trash is going into Madison County land- 
fills, but there’s no way to know where it’s coming: from. 

“Madison County could be exporting to or importing garbage 
from St. Clair County,” IEPA spokesman Dan Rion said. “There’s 
no way -to determine that because the law doesn’t gauge the activi- 
ty.” 

And if you don’t’ know 
there’s not a reliable way 
placé on a county-by-county basis. 

‘That’s- one-of the- major flaws-of- the law designed to preserve 
diminishing landfill space in Illinois, Rion said. 

The law requires large counties, including Madison, to develop 
solid-waste reduction plans and reduce the amount of trash being 
generated within the county heading to lgndifills. 

The first deadline is May 1, when Madison County is required to 
have reduced garbage beading for'landfills by 15 percent. The next | - 
goal is a 25 percent reduction by 1995. 

Because of the difficulty in gauging compliance, the IEPA will 
not seek penallies against counties missing the law’s goals, Rion 
sa 
“We could, but since all the counties have been working so 
closely with us, those that do not meet the deadline will not be 
penalized. They've shown good faith that they’re pursuing . the 
aw’s goals.” S 

The law applies to counties with populations of more thai 100,000 
but will eventually apply to all counties. S 
Madison County officials estimate up to 11 percent of the coun- 
ty’s trash is being diverted from landfills, but the estimate is 
sketchy because of unreliable data 
Denise McClearey, Madison County’s solid-waste coordinator, 
said it’s frustrating not knowing the origin and quantity of waste 
+ | going into county landfills 
“Uinless landfill operators ask at the gate what the county of 
origin is, we have no way of knowing,” she said. “It would help if 
there were some kind of mechanism in place (requiring) report- 
ing” 

Waste haulers are not required to report how much trash they 
pick up, but in 1991 the IEPA began requiring quarterly reports 
From landfill owners signed by a registered engineer, which at 
least allows the state.to determine how much trash overall is 
filling dumps, Rion said. 

Recycling-statistics are the least-sound data because there’s no 
requirement for reporting, Rion said 

Questionnaires are sent out, but many recycling facilities ignore 
them, he said

However, state law also entitles any 
home owner threatened with such a judg- 
ment to an automatic stay that gives him 
three months to catch up on his payments 
before actually losing the house, said 
Richard Porter, a staff attorney with the

The home owner is also required to 
make a minimum monthly payment of 
about 25 percent of his normal mortgage 
payments during the three months. 


Once those conditions are met, the 
home owner can petition the court to 
reverse the earlier judgment against him 
and retrieve ownership from the lending 
institution, Porter said. :

Partial 
shutdown 
of plant 


Illinois Power Co. shut down 
three of five generating units at 
its Wood River Power Station on 
Monday, costing the area 25 | 
jobs. 

The move, one of two 
shutdowns statewide, will save 
the company about $13 million a 
year but will be a blow to the 
region’s economy. 

Wood River Mayor Lon Smith 
acknowledged the bad economic 
news but.noted that companies 
nationwide are *‘downsizing.”” 

“It seems to be the name of 
the game; it’s drastic what these K 
companies are doing,” he said. 

“T don’t know. what we can do 
about it, though, except promote 
other opportunities by 
broadening our base of 
employment.”” 

The city is developing a new, 
160-dcre environmental business 
park at the intersection of 
Illinois Route 3 and Route 143 to 
attract new compagies and new 
jobs in the growing 
environmental] industry. 

Officials have also revamped. 
the downtown business district 
and are organizing a second Tax 
Increment Financing district to 
offer incentives to business and 
industry to move to the city. 

And a citizen task force has 
been organized to bring new 
industry to the Amoco property 
after the company ceases 
operations in 1995. 

‘At Dlinois Power, spokesman 
John Dewey said actually only 
21 people are losing their jobs; 
four of the positions being 
eliminated are vacant. 

And IP will try to find work 
for the 21 someplace else in the 
company, although possibly not 
in the Wood River area, he said 

The company is discussing the 
fate of the 21 empl with 
their representatives at 
International Brotherhood of 
Electrica] Workers Local 51 

Dewey said the three units are 
being shut down because they 
operate on natural gas, which is 
more expensive than coal. 

The units, all about 40 years 
old, were used only-in tirhes of 
high demand and could be fired 
up again, if needed; however, 
the shutdown means the workers 
will no longer be needed, a 
company news release. said 

“We've reached the point 
where it is better for our 
customers for us to place these 
units in this state rather than 
keeping them on 24-hour standby 
for such little use,” Wilfred 
Connell, IP’s vice president for 
power generation: id. 

“The good news is ‘that the 
coal-fired generators are 
remaining in operation,’’ Dewey 
said, Those two units will 
employ about 120, he said. 

The shutdown will also effect 
five similar units at the Havana 
Power Station on the Illinois 
River. 

The Wood River station is off 
Route 143 near the mouth of 
Wood River Creek. 

Each of the gas-fired units can 
generate 48 megawatts of 
electricity. The coal-fired units 
can generate a total of 439 
megawatts.

Banks join program 
for aid recipients 


SPRINGFIELD — Nearly 700 
banks have joined a state pro- 
gram that opens doors for wel- 
fare recipients. 

State Treasurer Patrick Quinn 
noted Monday that the year-old 
Smart Money program allows 
people on welfare to directly 
deposit their monthly Public Aid 
‘benefit checks into checking 
accounts at little or no cost, 

The program eliminates 
dependency - on currency 
exchanges, which charge check- 
cashing fees. About 1,200 people 
on welfare are in the program. 

“We're not necessarily trying 
to put currency exchanges out of 
business,’” said Dan Shomon, 
spokesman for Quinn. “But it’s a 
waste of taxpayers’ money since 
they profit off cashing govern- 
ment checks.”” 

Shomon said the program also 
teaches financial skills to those 
on welfare. 

‘The checking account includes 
10 free checks, no service fees, 
no minimum balance and, occa- 
sionally, an automatic teller 
machine card. a 

Becky Rounsaville, a personal 
banker at Magna Bank in Alton, 
said the bank helps low-income 
residents under the state’s Com 
munity Reinvestment Act. For 
example, she said, the bank does 
not charge check-cashing fees. 

The Alton bank is one of 11 
Magna branches in Madison 


County in the program. 

Currency exchanges charge 90 
cents to cash Public Aid checks 
plus 1.2 percent. of the check’s 
value. The fee can be as high as 
$5.30 per month for a typical 
benefits check of. $367 for a fami- 
ly of three. 

Jerome Gagerman, board” 
member for the Community Cur- 
rency Exchange Association of 
Illinois, said the association's 
rates are among the lowest rates 
in the country. 

“Quinn’s (remarks) are noth- 
ing more than a distortion of the 
truth,’ he said. ‘“Fhe-reason we 
exist is because we provide a 
low-cost alternative for people.” 

Quinn has asked the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid to 
require currency exchanges 
where Public Aid checks are 
directly delivered to post notices 
of the Smart Money program. 

Doug Dobmeyer, executive 
director for the Public Welfare 
Coalition, said the program 
offers a Viable option for. Public 
Aid recipients. 


“It opens the door for people 
who were previously cut. out of 
the banking system," he said. 
“Tt yanks them out of the clutch- 
es of the currency exchanges in 
the state that steal money from 
(recipients) by charging exorbi- 
tant check-cashing fees."

A new boat is like a new car 
or new truck — imperfectly per- 
fect. 

No matter what your favorite 

stime on the-water — of may-

there’s no really perfect boat out 
theré. + 


bs YOU MIGHT FIND. one you 
think is absolutely perfect. And 
it may truly be perfect for your 
needs for a while. But things will 
change and when they do your 
needs will change, so the boat no 
longer will be perfect. 

A couple of weeks ago, we vis- 
ited-a friend in St. Charles who 
had a little MirroCraft alumi- 
num vee-hulled boat on a small 
trailer. On the transom was an 
electric-start outboard in the 15- 
to 25-horsepower range. The lit- 
tle boat had bench seals with 
slightly raised bases and nice 
“swivel chairs attached to the 

frear and front seats. 

+! or course, there was an elec- 
btronic depth finder and a bow- 
 jnounted electric trolling motor. 
!) If there was a fault with this 
trig it was that the trailer had 
i those little wheels which must 
‘{urn about 10 revolutions for

The rig was for sale. But not
